Off Peace 



Dally News Says That Negotia- 
tions Are Now Proceeding 
In London. 



Lord Kitchener Reports Some 
Successes by the Boers 
on Sunday. 



Freedom of the City Conferred 
on Lord Mliner in 
Metropolis. 



London, July 23.— "We hear rumors," 
says the Daily News, "that negotiation's 
with a view to peace in South Africa 
are proceeding in London." 

•The British War OUice has received 
the following despatch from Lord Kit- 
chener: 

"Pretoria, July — A train from 
Capetown with 113 details and stores, 
was held up, captured and burned at 
Scheeper, 8 miles north Of Beaufort 
West, on tile morning of July 21, our 
casualties were three killed and 18 
wounded. An inquiry is proceeding." 

"French reports that Orubbe, with MOO 
men was attacked in the mountains near 
Oraddock by Kritzeinger at dawn on 
July 21. The horses stampeded and an 
all day light followed. Crnbbe foil buck 
on Mortimer. Our loss was slight. 

Thu presentation of the freedom of 
the city of 'London to Lord ililner of 
Capetown at the Guild hall today, was 
made tho occasion of another demon- 
stration in favor of the war in South 
Africa, and tho policy of the govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, Colonial Sec- 
retary, the Duke of Devonshire, presi- 
dent of tho council, and other cabinet 
ministers were among those on the plat- 
form. 

Lord Milner in n speech said the com- 
promising of the settlement of the South 
African situation by injudicious conces- 
sions must Jiot bo thought of. The 
speaker said there was an immense dif- 
ference between the stout old burghers 
of the late republics and the "roving 
ruffians" harrying their fellow British, 
subjects ot' Cnpc Colony. 

U. srOROPS - ' 

Intense Kent Has Seriously Injured tho 
Grain in Largo Area. 

Washington, D. C, July 23.— The wea- 
ther bureau summary of crop conditions 
issued today says: The drought lias 
been greatly intensified during the past 
ik, and its area largely increased. Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma and portions of 
Ncbrasku have" suffered most, but the 
conditions are now critical from the hike 
region, the Central Ohio valley and Ten- 
nessee to the MlddEo Rocky .Mountain re- 
gion, including the greater part of Tex- 
as. Portions of the middle and south 
Atlantic states continue to suffer from 
'xccssive moisture, but very favorable 
temperatures have been experienced in 
these districts and also on the Pacific. 
The outlook for corn is less favorable 
than at tho close of the previous week. 
In Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma nnd 
Missouri early corn is practically ruined. 
With early and abundant rain in these 
tates, late corn would probably make 
half a crop or less. The condition of 
the crop in Iowa is more favorable than 
n tlie before-mentioned states, nnd 
opious rains with moderate teuipera- 
nres, within u week would greatly im- 
prove the prospects for a large part of 
tho crop. In Illinois, Indiana. Ohio, 
Kentucky and Tennessee particularly 
the western portions of the last two 
named states, con is now seriously in 
need of rain. In Illinois the crop has 
i, ut yet sustained great damage, but will 
be materially reduced unless the drought 
is ended. In the middle Atlantic states 
the conditions have been highly favorable 
for corn and its condition is further im- 
proved. 

Moisture has caused considerable in- 
itirv lo winter wheat in .the shuck in the 
middle Atlantic states. The spring wheat 
harvest has begun over the southern iwr- 
t ion of the spring 'wheat region, where 
as a result of premature ripening, the 
yield is rnudh Impaired. Over the north- 
ern portion where the crop is now ripen- 
ing, its condition continues promising. 

Harvested oats have suffered some 
injury in the shuck from moisture in the 
middle Atlantic states, nnd the nnhar- 
vested crop from premature ripening in 
the North "West, while rust bus caused 
injury in New York and Pennsylvania. 
Good yields are reported from the upper 
Ohio valley. 



SALISBURY'S SPEECH. 

Noted Utterance on tho Finance Bill in 
House of Lords. 

London, July 23.— In tho House of 
Lords tonight the Martinis of Salisbury 
made a pessimistic speech in support of 
the finance bill. The Premier said: "The 
tendency to extravagance is increasing. 
We liac had no choice. We have had to 
protect ourselves ami must pay the cost. 
For years public opinion was in favor of 
a pacific policy, bur now that state of 
opinion has passed nway. The tide has 
turned; and who mil I. ant] who are we. 
that we should attempt to stem the tide? 
If tho title has turned, we shall have to 
go with it. We are in the possession of 
res far larger than we can wield." 
The noble lord (referring to Bnron 
Wellby) has nlludetl to the celebrated 
passage in which Sydney Smith warned 
the American public against the dangers 
and discomforts attaching to the pursuit 
of glory. No doubt it was thought at the 
time to be a very wise lecture, but has it 
been successful? Has be induced the 
\inericnn people to adopt Ids views? 
On the contrary, we know that one of the 
most powerful engines of the state con- 
sists in appeals to that national and im- 
perial sentiment to which we have been 
o much exposed and which we are so 
much hound to .abide by."

There will be a civic reception in 
the evening, and the following day the 
degree of LL.D. will be conferred by 
McOill University on the Duke, and 
visits will he made to Laval University 
and- Villa Maria Convent. The Lnchine 
rapids will be shot ami medals distribut- 
ed to the South African veterans. There 
will be fireworks on the squares and the 
mountain each evening. 



Prevention of 



Tuberculosis 



Dr. Koch Believes That the Dis- 
ease Can Ultimately Be 
iStamped Out. 



London, July 23.— A feature of today's 
session of the British Congress on tuber- 
culosis was Dr. Robert Koch's paper, 
wTiich was listened to with the deepest in- 
terest by a big gathering in St. James' 
hall. 

'Lord Lister (professor of surgery in 
Glasgow anil Edinburgh universities, nnd 
one of the -British vice-presidents of the 
congress) introduced the noted German 
professor to the assembly. 

During his address to the congress, 
Dr. Koch said his experiments had satis- 
fied him that human tuberculosis and 
bovine tuberculosis were radically dif- 
ferent diseases, and that he hud amply 
demonstrated that cattle could not be 
infected with human tuberculosis. Tho 
counter proposition, that human beings 
were not liable to infection from bovine, 
tuberculosis was harder to prove, be 
said, owing to the difficulty of experi- 
menting upon human subjects, but per- 
sonally be was satisfied Hint such was 
the case. He then entered into a lengthy 
analysis of the best methods of prevent- 
ing consumption. 

Dr. Koch also highly complimented 
Dr. Hermann Biggs, (pathologist and 
director of the bacteriological laboratory 
of the New York City health department) 
upon the repressive measure:; concern; 
tag tuberculosis taken in New York City, 
where he said the mortality from tuber- 
culosis had been reduced 35 per cent, 
since ISSti, and recommended the system 
organized by Dr. Biggs in New Y'ork 
to study and imitation of nil municipali- 
ties. Dr. Koch closed his remarks ex- 
pressing belief that the ultimate stfuup- 
Vng out of tuberculosis was possible. 



From Our Own Correspondent, 

Ottawa, July 23. — An order has been 
passed whereby section 12 of the coast- 
ing regulations made by order in council 
of 17th April, 1SS3, is rescinded and the 
following is substituted in lieu thereof, 
\ vj.: 

"12— No goods shall be taken into or 
put out of any coasting vessel or bout 
while on her voyage By river, lake or 
sea without permit of the collector or 
proper officer of customs. 

"No vessel or boat arriving in Canada 
from a place beyond the limits of Can- 
ada shall proceed further coastwise or 
take or unlade enrgo without a special 
permit from the collector; and the lull- 
ing unloading and conveyance of goods 
under this section will be subject to 
such rules and conditions as the minister 
of customs may from time to time pre- 
scribe. 

"Unregistered vessels, lioats and 
scows built in Canada may take bonded 
goods at a Canadian -port on the Yukon- 
river ami transport the same to another 
Canadian port or to t\ fefeign port on 
the Yukon river. UsSer special customs 
manifests., in such form nnd subject to 
such r- (1 i eg ftn(1 c0 „ditions as shall be pre- 
Bllubed by the minister of customs. 

"The minister of customs js antk6rKc<r- 
to take such bonds and security ns ho 
deems advisable for tho performance of 
the conditions under which unregistered 
vessels, bouts and scows may !)5 'icl- 
mioted \.n ciirry bonded goods. 

"The following rules nnd conditions are 
prescribed by the minister of customs ur 
respect of tho conveyance) of goods 
coastwise by any British registered ves- 
sel urriving from a place beyond the 
limits of Canada at a port in Canada 
to be there landed, viz: 

"Goods shall be laden nt the Canndian 
port on tho snid vessel under the super- 
vision of a customs officer with marks 
and number for their identification, and 
shall be forwarded under special cus- 
toms manifests ns free goods and a ref- 
erence to the lading of "Eree Goods" on- 
board shall bo endorsed on the clearance 
of the vessel." 



UNITED STATES NAVAL STAR 

Demands a Court of Inquiry to Clear 
His Character. 

New YotIj, July 23. — Tho Post tomor- 
row morning will say: "Admiral Schloy 
proposes to nsk nil investigation at the 
hands of a naval court of inquiry, 
and then to sue Historian Maclay for 
libel. His notion is the sequel to the de- 
velopments during the past, week when 
the entire country has been stirred by 
the publication of attacks made upon 
him in the third volume of E. S. Mnc- 
lay's history of the United States Navy, 
in which publication Schley is said to 
have "run nway" in caitiff flight:, and in 
addition is denounced as a coward, a cur 
and a traitor. 

The Schley court of inquiry will un- 
doubtedly be one of the most celebrated 
in naval or military hT^ory of the coun- 
try. The high rank of the officers in- 
volved in the controversy and tho intense 
public feeling which has been aroused 
will combine to give the investigation n 
dramatic interest. Nothing has occurred 
in Washington for many years that will 
compare with it. 

MUTTERING S OE TROUBLE. 

Fears of Conllict Being Precipitated in 
Pennsylvania. 

Pittsburg, July 23.— It is asserted to- 
night on good authority that papers are 
being prepared by Persifer E. Smith, 
manager of the Steel Sheet Company, to 
go into the United States Superior Court 
tomorrow for the purpose of securing an 
injunction against strikers to prevent 
them from interfering, in any way with 
the operation of the company's plants. 
Following this the rumor is in circula- 
tion that a carload of men will run into 
Wellsvdle tomorrow to supplant tho 
force now nt work. This latter story has 
not been verilied, According to strike 
leaders, the officials ot' the Wellsvillo 
mill are apparently seeking to bring on 
an open conflict in order to invoke' the 
aid of the sheriff's deputies, anil if pos- 
sible the militia. Uenewed warnings 
have been sent to the strikers to keep 
within the law. 



STRIKE DECLARED OFF. 

Machinists of 'Lehigh Valley Railway 
Are Back at Work. 

Wilkosbnrro, Pit., July 23. — At a meet- 
ing of machinists today the strike of the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad company, at 
Ooxston nnd Wilkosbnrro was officially 
declared off. It is thought the strike 
at Ashley shops of the Central Railroad 
of New Jersey will end in a day or 
two. 

The stationary firemen nnd coal opera- 
tors are again at peace. Nearly all the 
strikers, including a number of engineers 
who went out in sympathy with the lire- 
men are back in their old places. 



DRANK SHELLAC. 

Convict Uses ns a Beverage a Deadly 
Decoction. 

Montreal, July 23.— Coroner MeMa- 
hon this morning held nn inquest on the 
hotly of Gideon Deguiro nt St. Vincent 
de Paul penitentiary. The evidence 
showed that it was customary for men 
employed in painting in the penitentiary 
to steal the shellac, which they used ns 
an intoxicant. Deguiro drank too much 
of the stuff with fntal results.

TORONTO STRIKES. 

Novel One Inaugurated by Insurance 
Canvassers. 

Toronto, July 23.— (Special)— A novelty 
among strikes was that Inaugurated by 
the life insurance canvnssers of this city 
of the North American Life, Because 
one of their members was forced to pay 
some arrears on premiums in default ow- 
ing, the nuHingement held, to his failure 
to collect, fifteen of the stuff, including 
the superintendent, put on their touts 
and walked out. As the work they did 
was largely among people with whom 
they had become acquainted as n result 
of many visits the strike is likely to 
prove embarrassing. .. 

Close upon 200 men are on strike in 
the brass manufacturing trade in this 
city. The trouble, which originated with 
the brass moulders, now involves ma- 
chinists, brass finishers, pattern makers 
and core makers. 

ORANGE GRAND LODGE. 

Secretary's Boport Shows- Large In- 
crease in Membership. 

Toronto, Out., July 23.— The Grand 
Orange lodge of British America opened 
its sessions here this afternoon. The 
grand secretary's report showed n large 
increase in the order during the year 
especially in Manitoba and the West. 
Thirty-one new lodges were formed. The 
total number of members under the grand 
lodge is now over sixty thousand.

. Winnipeg, July 23.— (Special.)— Letters 
have been tampered with in the city 
post Office and after investigation by aii 
inspector two clerks were dismissed. 



A brief despatch from Port Simpson 
yesterday announced the destruction by 
lire of the church, bishop's residence, 
schools, nnd other buildings of the 
Church of England mission at Mct- 
lakatla. 

A Colonist reporter called upon Right 
Bev. William Ridley, Bishop of Cale- 
donia, at tin- Driard last night, and ob- 
tained the following particulars. The 
buildings destroyed fonmed the largest 
and finest group of missionary buildings 
in the province, and were .the result of 
22 years of unremitting effort on the part 
>f the, missionaries. They consisted of a 
church, the largest in the province, an 
Indian day school, girls' home, hoys' 
home, the white school (attended by 
whites and hnlf-brecus) and bishop's resi- 
dence, and a new missionary's house, 
with several outbuildings and store hou- 
ses. 

His Lordship thought the lire must 
have started at the west end in the hoys' 
school, and favored by the west winds, 
which prevail at this season, rapidly 
swc.pt through the whole establishment. 
The buildings were all of cedar, and 
once started a lire would bo very hard 
to check. The adult Indians arc till 
away at the canneries and there would 
bo no one in the village 1<> work the 
lire engine, recently purchased. 

The loss of property is very heavy, 
and was roughly estimated by the bishop 
as follows: 

Indian day school 2,000 

Indian girls' home 3,500 

ttidian boys' home 4,000 

White school and bishop's resi- 
dence 0,000 

Church in, ooo 

New mission bouse 3,000 

Bishop's furniture and effects. . 4,000 
.Miss West's furniture and effects 2,000 

$39,000 

The worst feature of the affair, said 
the bishop, was the hardship indicted 
il|>on the pupils and staff of the schools. 
About. 100 persons were left homeless, 
ami. as far as lie knew, destitute, for it 
is rpiite likely that nothing of conse- 
quence was saved from die (lames. There 
was $2,000 insurance in force oil the 
bishop's and Miss West's furniture. The 
hoys' school had been insured for $2,. r >00, 
bill lie was inclined to think that the 
policy had lapsed. 

The loss of the buildings, furniture, 
stores, etc., is serious enough, but not 
to he compared with the personnl losses 
suffered by the bishop, who bail all his 
valuable manuscripts and collection of 
Indian curios destroyed. The venerable 
prelate spoke of his loss with the calm 
resignation which simple Christian faith 
nhme can inspire in moments of great 
misfortune. 

■•1 know they a^o all swept away." he 
said, "and their loss is irreparable. I 
could not write them again even if I 
had the time. I cannot live long enough 
to replace them." 

He was speaking of his precious manu- 
scripts among which were two era minors 
of Indian languages; a book of mission- 
ary work- in British Columbia; several 
poems and a Inrgo number of miscellan- 
eous articles on various subjects, repre- 
senting the work- of many years of close 
study and observation. 

It was not his personnl loss, however, 
which grieved the good bishop, but the 
destitute condition in which his people 
imtist be. He will leave for Metlnkiitln 
by the next steamer to ascertain the <■■;- 
lent of the loss and will then probably 
proceed to England to solicit funds to 
repair it in some measure before winter 
sets in. Meantime he would feel deeply 
grateful for contributions, in cash and 
goods to relieve tile immediate distress 
which the homeless children must bo 
suffering.

Victorian Who Was Member of 
the Bark's Crew Returns 
rjome. 



Tells of Poor Food, and Hard 
Experiences of Those 
on Boards

C. Aaronson, son of A. Aaronson, the 
.secondhand dealer of Store street, who 
was one of the crew of the luckless wood- 
en burk Senator, Capt. 10. A. II. Harri- 
son, which sailed from here on tho 2<Kli 
of April, and arrived at Hilo after a 
hard struggle with the elements, and in 
a leaking water-logged condition, with 
scarcely a foot of her hull below the 
bulwarks showing above water, is back 
home, and has a hard story to tell of 
the manner in which he and his nine ill- 
fed comrades stood at the pumps while 
the bark lurched to and fro in the great 
sens, to save her. 

The bark had hardly cleared the ( ape. 
after dropping her tug, when Copt. Har- 
rison began to feed his crew on a lull- 
of-fare in which the sole rations wen 1 
hard tack, i. e., pilot bread, salted meat, 
which the sailors named "salt horse. 
Milt pork, and water. There was no 
tea no coffee, nothing but the above- 
named articles to ( statute the diet of 

the crew. And little likiug the food 
placed before them the crew Weill all 
and asked for their "whack." Hint is, 
the food which the Hoard of Trade regu- 
lations sav is t" be given on British 
ships, including coffee, sugar, beans, and 
other i'"",|s. Inn in reply to all the sea 
men said, ('apt. Harrison said that lb' 
had nothing el-" on board for them, and 
it was a case of eat that or eat nothing. 
There was nothing else for it but to gel 
lion- with the hard tack, salt beer, salt 
pork, washed down witli water, until 
they got ashore ngai.i. 

When dipt. Harrison told the sailors 
there was nothing else for theni but 
their ill liked menu, they refused duty, 
and would not turn too, 

Capt. Harrison would have liked to 
put some in irons, but the three mates 
could do nothing, and they lounged 
about refusing duty. lint then a storm 
came and they were forced to work, un- 
less they wished to imperil (he ship and 
their lives. The wind blew from the 
south-east, until the sons were very 
high, and the wind of great force. The 
royals hud been taken in, and the sea 
was lolling very high. The men were 
drenched agnin anil again during the 
storm, and short-handed as she was— 
there was only live seamen in each 
watch— they were tired out, but there 
was no change in their food, nothing ex- 
tra being given them. For days the ship 
rolled to and fro in the storms, ami on 
May 17 they found that she was leaking 
With eleven feet of water in her. 

The crew had known that she was 
leaking soon after she left, the I 'ape, 
for they imd been at the pumps every two 
hours since. They had gone aft to the 
captain and told him that she was leak- 
ing, and the water gained a few inches 
every day, but he said tiiat was nothing, 
for 'all ships leaked more or less. He 
wouldn't bother, and was deaf to all the 
crow told him. When be found that 
there was eleven feet of water in the 
vessel, and that the lazaretto where he 
kept the canned food for himself and 
the mates was Hooded, lie became alarm- 
ed, and the eighteen hands, mates, stew- 
lard. cabin boy, carpenter and men were 
divided into two watches to continually 
man tic pumps. For forty days the 
crew were at the pumps, and again and 
again some fell exhausted. No change 
or food was given the men, though once 
or twice the captain gave those who 
were exlmusted a drop Of whiskey, and 
some lime juice. As is known, the 
Board of Trade regulations demand that 
all British ships shall give lime juice to 
their crews at intervals to prevent 
scurvy, and this by the way, is how they 
came to be colled "lime juicers," but it 
was only when men were exhausted that 
dipt. Harrison gave them any lime 
juice. 

The men worKed at the pumps for four 
hours at a spell, taking a rest of live 
minutes at the end of the third hour. Tin' 
men were continually at the pumps for 
twenty days, and some of them fell ut- 
terly worn out ami exhausted, and all 
were suffering from tin- effects of their 
swollen arms caused by the prolonged 
exertion. It was an awful time, for 
with tlie lowuess of tho ship in the' water 
caused by her waterlogged condition, the 
great storms roiled her from side to side, 
and as she turned from beam to beam, 
the waves swept in hoard drenching the 
unfortunates who toiled mechanically at 
the pumps to keep the water down as 
much as possible, but with all their ef- 
forts the water gained. 

The captain had decided after much 
bickering to go to Hilo, which when 
tlie run lor safety began was 2,500 miles 
away, mid day by day as the ship swish- 
ed through tlie great sens torn up by 
till' 'heavy south-east gales, a succession 
of which were encountered, the sailors 
toiled in desperation, and one by one 
some of them had to be carried from 
where they sank exhausted on the deck 
near the handles of the pumps to their 
bunks, and a drop of whiskey or a little 
lime juice was all that was given them 
in flic effort to revive them, other than 
the salt, horse and hard tuck, if they 
called for food. 

Cinpt. Harrison when they hud toiled 
for a number of days at the pumps came 
forward from bis cabin with a sign which 
In- tacked to the wind-mill, which had 
been erected on the deck to aid in work- 
ing tin pumps when the wind was favor- 
able. On the sign were the words "Per- 
severance nnd Hop''." and when tl s- 

hnusted senn nui saw the sign, they laugh- 
ed, bhoiign wearily, for their menu was 
not conducive to strength any more than 
was their work to retain their vitality. 
They thought the master was posting up 
a notice of instructions or something of 
the sort, and when he told them thai 
the sign was for a mascot, they laughed 

At last the long twenty days of four 
hour spells of exhausting work at the 
pumps came to an end, and the crew 
saw a tug and a launch approaching 
them ten miles out from Hilo. Never 
was any sight more welcome, for there 
was little of tho ship above water, so 
heavily was she water-logged. The wat- 
er had gained despite tlie constant pump- 
ing, until when she was towed in there 
wns fifteen feet of water in the hold of 
the wooden ship Senator. When tin; 
vessel anchored olT Hilo. Capt. Harrison 
went ashore in the launch, nnd brought 
hack potatoes, some coffee, sugar and 
butter, which the crew were glad indeed 
to got. It was like they had been fed 
while in the Boynl Bonds, the food being 
all right in port, hut when the ship got 
on I to sea — then there enme n difference. 

The day after the vessel arrived at 
Hilo, an agent came on board with the 
captain and tried to get tlie crew to take 
the ship to Honolulu for repairs, but 
none would go in her. Then the agent 
produced n bottle of native whiskey 
and wanted to give all hands u drink, 
but they all saw through the scheme to 
get them drunk, and not a man wanted 
a drink. Afterwards twelve men, nine 
sailors, the carpenter, cabin boy and 
third mate were paid off, and Aaronson 
wanted to be paid off, but the captain 
refused to give him tho ton dollars he 
had coming and (old him to remain with 
the ship. He afterwards got ashore and 
secured passage with the others to 'Hono- 
lulu, where he shipped in the ship Abner 
Ooburn bound from Honolulu to Everett, 
and eiiino across from thero homo to 
Victoria. EL Ctillin, a Minnesota lad, 
also came north on tlie Aimer Coburn.

The 
British ship Largo iLaw came around 
from Esquimau to the Outer wharf to 
discharge cargo. In the inner harbor the 
Itoseowitsc loaded quite a cargo of gen- 
eral freight at Eoiser's whurf for Nans 
and way ports of northern British Co- 
lumbia, whither she sailed last night, 
bin outside the regular ferry steamers 
she wns the only departure from the 
inner harbor. 

The Kaga i.Maru, the big Japanese liner 
which sailed yesterday afternoon from 
the Outer wharf, bad a cargo of over 
4,500 tons of general merchandise, in- 
cluding heavy shipments of cotton, for 
which there is a growing demand in 
the Orient, Hour, a commodity for which 
the market is also good iu_the east, ma- 
chinery, lumber, etc., n heavy shipment 
of lumber being made by the Kaga from 
this port for Hongkong. There; were 
seven saloon passengers, live being east- 
erners, and the others Prank Ingersoll, 
formerly judge of the police court at 
'Seattle, who goes out to the Philippines 
to take a governmental position, and D. 
J. Thompson of the Centennial mills at 
'Seattle, who goes to the Orient on an- 
other trip in the interest of liis mills. Ho 
has loaded several steamers from the 
Sound mills for Jnpan. There were three 
intermediate passengers, 'all Japanese, 
and thirty steerage Chinese from the 
Sound, and seven from this city. Tho 
Rlojun -Maru of this line is due today 
from Japan and other Japanese ami 
Chinese points, and on Thursday the 
Northern Pacific liner Duke of Fife is 
expected to rcnflh here with four hun- 
dred Ions of cargo for this port. 

The San Francisco liner Umntilln, 
which arrived at the Outer whan' yes- 
terday morning, brought a heavier freight 
than 'usual for Victoria, there being over 
two hundred tons in the pile of freight 
landed on the Outer wharf for local mer- 
chants. Included in this was a big 
Shipment of boiler tubes and boiler tit- 
timis for the Albion Iron "Works, a largo 
shipment of tire bricks, bar iron and 
I linings for tic Victoria Machinery de- 
i pot, many crates of California!! vege- 
tables nnd fruits for local grocers, and 
fruit dealers— the consignee list being a 
long one There were IMS up-bound pas- 
sengers in all. and of these I'.:! saloon 
passengers debarked here. The steamer 
I Walla Walla which sailed south last 
! night hail among her passengers from 
here, Count von Dariseb, of whose mis- 
sion to San Francisco an account was 
given iu yesterday's Colonist; Mrs. H.

Tlic myatiTy of the Hope mountains 
will be solved lioforo winter, if engineer- 
ing skill is capable of the tusk. Fur over 
20 years it h:is been n debateable point, 
with the weight of opinion in the nega- 
tive, whether a railway line was :i possi- 
bility through that must formidable of 
nature 'a barriers. In 187- and 1ST:!, 
when exploring .parties were sent out 
by the Dominion government to lot-ate 
the main line of the ('. 1' .1!.. the Hope 
mountains wore examined for a pass, but 
tin' engineers reported the difficulties so 
grout, the grades so heavy, and the pro- 
bable cost of const ruction so enormous 
tlisil they could not recommend the adop- 
tion of that route. A feeling has existed, 
■however, that further investigation might 
lead to the discovery of a more favorable 
.passage through the mountains, ami us 
the const ruction of a direct line, through 
Canadian territory, from the Coast to 
Kootenay, depends upon the establish- 
ment of a feasible pass, the government 
has determined to make a thorough in- 
vestigation without further delay. 

The Colonist announced this decision it 
few days, ago, anil last night the chief 
commissioner of lands and works, Hon. 
W. C. Wells, informed a reporter that 
all the preliminaries had been settled 
and that two parties would he placed in 
the field within the next two weeks. 
TIIM MAN IN OHABGE. 
Supervision of this important work has 
been confided to Hon. Edgar Dewdney, 
a man whose intimate knowledge of 
British Columbia has been gained toy 
years of actual experience in exploring 
and road making in every part of the 
province. i.Mr. Dewdney's past services 
to British Columbia nre inestimable. In 
the early days, under the regime of Sir 
.lames Douglas, he was engaged in lay- 
ing out and constructing trails and roud.s 
through sections of country which were 
thought to he impassible, hut bis skill 
and indomitable energy won in every in- 
stance, anil many of the main roads 
which were built under his supervision 
are as good and solid today as they were 
a quarter century ago. He may justly 
be styled the father or roadmnking in 
this province, and it will be a fitting 
climax to a life of usefulness if he suc- 
ceeds in locating the '•Dewdney Pass" 
througn Hope mountains. 

Edgar Dewdney was horn hi Devonshire, 
England, l.s:sf>, and was educated there. 
Coming to British Columbia In 1850 to prac- 
tise his profession of civil engineer, he was 
at once employed by Mr. (afterwards Sir) 
James Douglus, the governor of the colony, 
anil by Colonel Moody. It. 10.. to take eliurge 
of the survey uarty selected to lay out the 
town oS New Westminster. For many years 
subsequent to the completion of tills work 
lie whs employed In a professional capacity, 
devoting much of his time to the exploration 
of those portions of the provl/icu which 
were at that time comparatively little 
known. Almost from the time of his ar- 
rival he took nil active Interest In public 
iiiralrs; be became a leader among the 
people, mid In ISO!), without his knowledge 
or solicitation, was elected to the legislature 
In 1.N72, after the entry of the province Into 
the Dominion, he was returned to the 
House of Commons. He sat there as a sup- 
porter of Sir John Macdonald, being one 
of his "Old Guard" during the live years 
he was In the opposition, up to 1STP. In the 
early part of that year he was appointed 
Indian Commissioner for the Northwest 
Territories. In December, 1881, he was 
appointed Mtutenant-Governor of the 
Northwest and held the office conjointly 
with that of Indian Commissioner until call- 
ed to tile Cabinet, as Minister of the iuter- 
lo-r and Superintendent of Indian Affairs, 
In succession to the late Thomas White. 
August 3. 1888. It was during his stnv In 
the Nortliesf Territories that the Kiel rebel- 
Won, INK.-,, occurred, and It has been stated 
by one or more of his biographers that bis 
personal Influence over certain of the Indian 
tribes, at that momentous period, held them 
In check and made them strong nllles of the 
federal government. After Sir John Mnc- 
tlonnld's death, he was continued In office 
under Sir John Abbott, up to October Hi. 
J802, when be retired from the Cabinet, In 
November following he was appointed 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia. 
He Is vice-president for British. Columbia 
of the ISrltlsll Empire League Ho Is a 
member of the Church of England, anil 
married. March 28. JRfH, Jane Shaw, eldest 
dnnirhtnr of si ration Molr, tea planter 
Colombo. Ceylon. 

Mr. Dewdney, as has been state.l. will 
have entire charge of the work, in an ad- 
visory ami administrative capacity. He 
will open an office today in a room in 
the department of lands nail works, 
placed at his disposal lij Mr. Wells, ami 
after organising and equipping his par- 
ties, he will remove his hendiiuu rters to 
Hope, from whence he will direct, oper- 
ations.

Crossing 
tile river at some convenient point, the 
party will then follow the river down 
the east side, approaching the summit <• 
iHope mountains about midway between 
the Coquehalla river and Tiillameen 
livers. After crossing the summit they 
will look -for tin' easiest descent to th'e 
valley of the Tiillaiiiecu, after which their 
journey should be romparitively easy, as 
they will proceed along the valley of the 
Tulhiniecn, via Granite creek, Princeton 
and Allison, to the mouth of the Simil- 
kameen river. The crucial point of the 
exploration will be the country between 
the CoQiiehnlla and the Tullttmeen, the 
section called the Coquehalln Railway 
Pass. If they find u practicable pass 
there, their work will have been success- 
fully accomplished, for the rest of the 
route presents no engineering, difficulties 
which may not be overcome by the ex- 
ercise of ordinary skill.

ROOM FOR THE BLIND. 

Coprlaht by Christian World. 

In the Congressional Library at Wash- 
ington, the large room is set aside for 
the exclusive use of the blind. This is 
the best equipped single gathering place 
for the sightless in this country. This 
boon to the blind, provided by a thought- 
ful, paternal government, is called by 
those who use it "the national head- 
quarters of tlie unseeing.*' 

The room in question is situated on 
the lirst lloor of the huge building, and 
us near the entrance as possible. It was 
opened about two years ago, and was 
instantly popular. All the blind folks 
of Washington caused themselves to be 
led there, and from that day to this very 
few of the local " unseeing" who are able 
to get about huye missed their daily hour 
in quarters of which they will never 
know tiro real beauties. They have been 
told, over and over again, how the walls 
mid ceiling are covered with decorations 
by famous American artists; of how 
the color scheme is the outcome of good 
taste and of artistic eyes; of how even 
the colors of the furniture and the hang- 
ings are in perfect harmony with the 
decorations. But these beauties they 
can never enjoy through the sense of 
sight. The imaginations only can fur- 
nish them pleasure in the nrt-beuuties of 
the room, for many of them know not 
even what red, or blue, or color of any 
sort is like. Said one of them to me: 
" I know a black light and a white light, 
that is all, for I know when I am in the 
glare of the sunlight and in n darkened 
room. But us for the rainbow and its 
colors, what like may that be?" 

In addition to the local Mind, the stendy 
patrons of the blind room, there come 
yearly a thousand or more visitors from 
all over the United tales. Here they 
know they will meet others afflicted like 
themselves, and the natural sympathy of 
misery draws them hero, where afflic- 
tions can be understood by experience. 

During inauguration week 125,000 per- 
sons visited the Congressional Library, 
but not more than a score of these visit- 
ors were blind. Of course, Washington 
at that busy time was no place for the 
unseeing. The inauguration ceremony 
is a spectacle, and of what interest is a 
spectacle to the unseeing, save in an in- 
tellectual sense? 

Threo days after inauguration I visited 
the Blind Boom. Instead of finding the 
sightless, I found an assemblage of 
people, half of whom had two good, 
seeing eyes. It seems that every Thurs- 
day afternoon a musical is given in this 
room for the pleasure of those who can- 
not see their entertainers, tint who can 
bear. On the afternoon of my visit, a 
lady possessing a deep, rich contralto 
voice, sung for a most appreciative audi- 
ence. They said that she was the wifo 
of a Representative, that her brother had 
lost his sight in a railway aecidont while 
on his way to Washington, nnd that 
since then this lady had gladly devoted 
several hours each week to helping the 
blind enjoy their dreary days. She was 
followed by a. young violinist. Then 
came a pianist, the organist or one of 
Washington's largest churches. Then 
all three— the singer, the violinist and 
tho pianist, co-operated, the lady's sing- 
ing being accompanied by the other two 
on their instruments. 

All the rear seats were occupied by 
the seeing, all the front seats by the un- 
seeing. Of tho latter, about twenty 
were present. The sightless ones lis- 
tened with rapt attention, and applauded 
spontaneously. 

On all other days in the week, except 
Sunday, tho hour between 2:30 and 3:30 
is the entertainment hour for the blind. 
In other words, every working day ex- 
cept Thursday, the day of the musical, 
flroro is given here a reading, or a talk, 
on some subject of interest to the blind. 
Authors, scientists, physicians, lecturers, 
missionaries, ministers, and army and 
navy chaplains are in turn asked to ad- 
dress the meetings. 

In charge of the Blind Room is Miss 
Oiffen. a gentlewoman endowed by 
nature with an abundance of sympathy. 
To her kindly offices and assistance the 
popularity of the Blind Boom is Inrgely 
due. The room over which she presides 
is equipped with everything helpful in 
the intellectual development of the blind. 
Hero are special typewriters, telegraph 
instruments, a printing press, a type- 
setting case, besides the usual books and 
pictures in relief. After the musical, 
on the day of my visit, a blind lady 
kindly gave an exhibition of proficiency 
in the use of the typewriter. A young 
man. unseeing, displayed wonderful tal- 
ent in the use of the telegraph key. 
Another set up type, and still another 
used the printing press. 

It is tliese things and this room, put 
at their disposal in this way, that helps 
to bring happiness to t ho blind of Wash- 
ington.

FOREIGN CONTROL. Of CANADIAN 
LABOR. 

The Rev. Vicar-General Routhier, of 
Ottawa, lias been speaking on the labor 
question, and ho has taken a position, 
which wo commend to all Canadians, lie 
says he is a friend of the workingman, 
but declares his hostility to trades-unions 
operating in Canada but directed from 
the United States. Canada is sufficiently 
large, he says, and sufficiently import- 
ant, to guide its own destiny in labor 
matters and should be free from inter- 
ference from Americans. The conditions 
in the two countries are entirely differ- 
ent, and the Vicar-General thinks that if 
Canadian labor unions were independent, 
there would be few strikes and few oc- 
casions for them. There is very much in 
this. We saw not long ago in the case 
of a ship sent, over her for repairs that 
Victoria arti/.ans refused to do work at 
the request, of Seattle union men, al- 
though the siime ship went back to Se- 
attle and was repaired there. The Vic- 
toria men were enjoying exactly the con- 
ditions fur which the Seattle men were 
striking, but they were obliged to refuse 
to work upon the vessel lest they should 
b< branded as "scabs," and thus be pre- 
vented from securing employment in the 
United States, if ever they had occasion 
to go there. There is very little doubt 
that the Rossland strike was worked up 
from the United States, and it seems 
be established that the trackmen's 
strike on the C. P. R. had the same 
origin. 

Workingmen in Canada know, or at 
least they ought to know, that under 
British laws the rights of all men are the 
same, and that the same necessity for 
extreme measures does not exist hero as 
prevails on the other side of the Interna- 
tional Boundary. A great deal of the 
"labor" literature betrays its origin by 
the expressions employed in it. They are 
not such as would suggest themselves to 
Canadians, for the conditions which give 
rise to them do not exist here. Union 
loaders from the United States import in- 
to Canada foreign ideas, and much harm 
results therefrom. We hope that the 
time is not far distant when there will 
l,e such a legislative recognition of labor 
organizations as will make the . interfer- 
ence of foreign elements and foreign ideas 
impossible, or else reduce their malign in- 
fluence to the least possible minimum. 
We agree with the Vicar-General when 
he says that the Canadian workingmen, 
if left to themselves, would in the very 
great majority of cases discover peaceful 
means of settling all questions arising 
between them and their employers, great- 
ly to the advantage of both. 



oath were left as it is. The members of

MR. DUNSMUIR AND Til B PEOPLE 

The Times says that it should have 
said that Mr. Dunsmuir never possessed 
the confidence of the people of British 
Columbia. A statement of this kind is 
misleading, because it conveys the im- 
pression that Mr. Dunsmuir bad at one 
time been solicitous of obtaining the con- 
fidence of his fellow-countrymen nnd had 
failed to secure it, which we all know 
is not tho case. His position in politics 
5s unique. There is perhaps no other pub- 
lic man in Canada who was made premier 
after such a brief political experience. 
He was chosen, not because he was an 
aspirant for office nor because he was re- 
cognized as a party leader, but because 
he appeared to be the best man for the 
crisis into which the affairs of the prov- 
ince bad been brought by a series! of 
events, into tho particulars of which 
there is no need now of entering. He 
was chosen by the Lieutenant-Governor 
because that official believed he was a 
man who would restore confidence in the 
province and bring order out of chaos. 
The result has fully proved the wisdom 
of that belief. Public confidence was at 
once restored and settled political condi- 
tions immediately returned. No better 
proof could be given that Mr. Dunsmuir 
possessed the confidence of the people 
of British Columbia, and possessed it in 
DO ordinary degree. No other man can 
lie named whose choice as premier 
would nave been followed by such admir- 
able results. The Times concedes this 
when it says that "there was a certain 
justification for the Lieutenant-Gov 
nor's course." In politcs, as in other 
things, the proof of the pudding is in the 
eating. 

It is immaterial to inquire into what 
may or may not have transpired in the 
early days of Mr. Dunsmuir's adminis- 
tration in regard to certain ministers. It 
is sufficient to know that he has met the 
house in two sessions with the cabinet 
constituted identically as it was nt the 
outset, and that his support was certainly 
not been in any way weakened. The 
only possible inference from this is that 
he is regarded by the people of British 
Columbia as the best man available for 
the premiership now, as ho was by uni- 
versal consent admitted to be the best 
choice that- Lieutenant-Governor Mcln- 
nis could have made. 

If the confidence (n which the Times 
refers is of that kind which Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier inspires in a large part of the 
Canadian electorate and Sir John Mac- 
donald inspired in a still larger part, ami 
that has also been exhibited in some of 
tho provinces in recent years in local 
premiers, wo have to say that this kind 
conies only ns the result, of experience 
extending over many years. It has been 
a long time since any political leader in 
British Columbia could claim to enjoy 
it, and it will almost necessarily be a 
long time before any one does for the 
reason that the population of the prov- 
ince is changing', ns are also the condi- 
tions under which public affairs are car- 
ried nn, and there is a marked lack of 
identity of interests between the several 
localities. In a province like ours a 
lender does very well if he can secure 
sufficient support to carry out any line of

THE KING'S OATH. 

The Committee of the House of Lords 
has recommended that hereafter the oath 
taken by the Sovereign at his coronation 
.shall be us follows: 

"I. A. H.. by the Grace of God, King 
tor Queen) of Great Britain and Ireland, 
Defender of the Faith, do solemnly ami 
sincerely, in the presence of God, pro- 
fess, testify and declare that I do be- 
lieve that in the sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper there is not any transubstantia- 
tion nt' the elements of ibroad and wine 
into the body ami blood of Christ nt or 
after the consecration .thereof by any 
person whatsoever. And 1 do believe 
that the invocation or adoration of the 
VBrgin -Mary or any other saint, and the 
sacrifice of the Mass as they are now 
used iii tin. Church of Home, arc con- 
trary to the Protestant religion. And I 
do solemnly, in tho presence of God, pro- 
fess, testify and declare that I do make 
this declaration and every part thereof 
unreservedly." 

If we had never heard of any other 
oath being administered, it would not 
have occurred to any one that this would 
not be sufficiently binding, but some very 
excellent people think that if His Ma- 
jesty only swears to this, then.' will be 
grave doubt whether or nut the Pope will 
not become virtual sovereign of these 
realms. The form of oath settled in the 
days of William and Mary put the case 
in the following fashion: 

"That I do believe that in the sacra- 
ment of the Lord's Supper there is not 
any transubstautialion of the elements of 
bread and wine into The body and blood 
of Christ at or after the consecration 
thereof by any psrson whatsoever; and 
that the invocation or adoration id' the 
Virgin Mary or any other saint and tin- 
sacrilice of Mass, as they are now used 
in the Church of Home, are superstitious 
and idolatrous.'' 

In addition there is in the old form of 
oath a long formula intended to pre- 
vent the sovereign from mentally reserv- 
ing anything, and in the course of it bo 
declares that there is nothing in his opin- 
ion which th= Pipe can do whereby the 
strength of the obligation he has taken 
can be in any way decreased. If there 
is any value in words, the old oath is 
certainly strong enough. The part now 
referred to is to give place to the single 
word "unreservedly." We give the 
words proposed to be struck out: 

"I do make this declaration in the plain 
and ordinary si.'.ise of the words read un- 
to mo, a -'they arc commonly understood 
by English 'Protestants, without any eva- 
sion, equivocation or mental reservation 
whatsoever, and without any dispensa- 
tion already granted me for this purpose 
by the Pope or any other authority or 
person whatsoever, or without any hope 
of such dispensation from any person or 
authority whatsoever, or without t'niiik- 
ing that I am or can be acquitted before 
God or man, or absolved of thi* declara- 
tion, or any part thereof, although the 
Pope or any other person or persons or 
power whatsoever should dispense with 
or annul the same, or declare that it was 
null and void from the beginning." 

The strongest criticism to the proposed 
alteration is to the phraseology that the 
invocation of the Virgin Mary and the 
sacrifice of the Mass are "contrary to 
the Protestant religion." It is 
hardly necessary for any one 
to swear to such a self- 
evident fact. The Pope himself would 
freely subscribe to such n statement. But 
does the change of language weaken the 
force of the oath in any way? We think 
it does not. Before this part of the oath 
has been readied in the coronation cere- 
mony, the Sovereign has already sworn 
that he will maintain the Protestant re- 
ligion, and it seems sufficient to require 
him to say that n certain thing is con- 
trary to that religion, without expressing 
the belief that it is "idolatrous nnd super- 
stitious." Wo do not think any great 
amount of harm would be done if the

Several gentlemen in- 
terested in Big Bend have been urging 
the promoters to put their mill at the lim- 
its and run a railway to Revelstoke, and 
have promised to do what they can to 
induce the government to give a liberal 
land nnd money grant towards 
scheme.

New Decoration Instituted by {lie IKng. 

From Lardenu Eagle. 

On the recommendation of the Lords 
of the Admiralty, His Majesty the King 
has instituted n new decoration for war- 
rant officers, Mi-ting warrant officers, and 
subordinate officers of His Majesty's 
Ueet. 

The new decoration is to be known ,ns 
the Conspicuous Service Cross. It will 
consist of a silver cross, with the reverse 
side plain, but having on the obverse 
side in the centre the King's Imperial 
the Roynl cipher, E. R. I., surmounted 
by the Imperial crown. 

The decoration is to he awarded for 
meritorious or distinguished services 
before tin- enemy, and no person is to be 
nominated for it unless his services shall 
have been marked by the special mention 
of his name in despatches 'by the admiral 
or senior naval or military officer com- 
manding the ships or force to which he 
is attached. 

The award or decoration will carry 11m 
right to have the letters C. S. C. append- 
ed to the officer's name.

Lord 
Clcnelg did not see eye to eye with 
Head in the matter, and had ordered 
him to appoint Bidwell. lleayl had ten- 
dered his resignation and thus it was a 
most opportune occasion for him to 
prove himself right. He made the most 
of Hie Hag incident and of the refusal of 
Bidwell to aid in the negetations, una, 
it would appear, succeeded in forcing 
Bidwell to accept one of the alternatives 
that lie as lieutenant-governor offered. 
"Take your letters unopened and leave 
the country promising never to return, 
or remain nnd submit to martial law, 
aud take the consequences which may 
result, fiom the contents ot the letters 
becoming known." This is what Bond 
Head himself says. There is, however, 
some doubt, as to the exact reason; but 
the fact is Bidwell took bis letters, 
probably fearing that some of his 
friends might be implicated, nnd left 
Canada, going to New York. After the 
passions aroused had cooled down by 
the passage or time, many persons be- 
lieving that Head had cruelly treated 
Bidwell. steps wen? taken to dissipate 
the cloud that hung over the exile's rep- 
nation. Egerton Ryersoll published a 
powerful plea in his behalf under the 
lien unmc of "An U. B. Loyalist."— The 
young law student who coined the letter 
becoming in alter years.

He Was a Friend and Room 
Mate of William Suther- 
land. 



"William Creighton, lineman for the 
telephone company, wJio fell from one 
of the high pules on Yates street on 
Monday evening, died from the injuries 
lie received, and an inquest will lie held 
nt 10 o'clock this morning to determine 
(he cause of death. There is no reason 
to suppose that the verdict will be other 
than one of accidental death, for all the 
circumstances go to show that it was 
purely accidental. Creighton was a 
room-mate and particular friend of Wil- 
liam Sutherland, who lost his life at 
Itussol'ti Station on .Monday morning, 
and it is thought that the death of his 
friend so unnerved him that he was care- 
less of himself and when he ascended the 
pole on Yates street, lie did not properly 
hook the strap which held him to the 
pole, anil that when he leaned back to 
Commence work he naturally fell. The 
foreman on tin- work" saw him falling 
feet first, and heard him exclaim, "What 
broke?" II" was conscious when picked 
up and remained so until placed under 
ether at the Jubilee hospital by the medi- 
cal men who had been summoned to at- 
tend to his wounds. It was evident 
from the first that he could not live, for 
his spine was injured and he received oth- 
er internal injuries, besides having both 
ankles crushed and (be right leg frac- 
tured in two places. He suffered terribly 
while being removed to the hospital in 
the ambulance. 

'i'he pole from which Creighton fell is 
about fifty feci in height. In was 
thought at fnwt that the strap had broken 
Iml an examination of this showed that 
it was intact, so the theory is advanced 
that he did not properly buckle it when 
he started to work at the top of the pole. 
When seen by the foreman he was fall- 
ing, so there is no evidence us to how he 
lipped, but il is though! that he was 
landing on the erosstree, and when the 
Ulcklc of the strap opened he fell back- 
wards, and turning around fell down 
feet foremost. The condition of the 
ankles, which were practically pulver- 
ized, show thai he landed on his feet. 

Creighton had been working for (he 
telephone company lor less than two 
months, having formerly been employed 
by John iMeston, the carriage builder. 
IJe bad "been here about three years, but 
there is little "known as to his former 
place of residence. It is believed, how- 
ver, that he came from Long Island, X. 
Y.. for in his pocket "was an envelope 
bearing the notification, "If not delivered 
in ten days return to iMrs. Creighton, 
Long Island, New York." A despatch has 
been sent to that place and pending the 
rceeinl nf an answer, no arrangements 
will be made for the fnnernl. 

The apparatus used by linemen, in ad- 
dition to the spurs a pair of which 
Creighton wore, consists of a belt In 
which is attached a strap to go ip-i m««l 
the poles. The buckle or snap which 
joins the belt and strap is what it is 
supposed Creighton did net properly fas- 
ten when he commenced work.

SALMON IX LAKE SUPlEBIOR. 

Result of Plant ingThoiisniuls of Fry by 
Dllllttll Hatchery. 

Ill a despatch from Duhlth, Minn., the 
Winnipeg Telegram says: Four years 
ago the Duluth fish hatchery planted 
several thousand fry of the steel-head 
salmon in Canadian waters in the vicin- 
ity of Port Arthur. This is a Pacific 
Coast salt-water fish, and the fry were 
planted at Port Arthur as an experi- 
ment, bo sec how they would thrive, and 
to see if a new food tisb might not be 
supplied from Lake Superior. 

Only a few thousand of these lish 
were planted in these waters. One lot 
was deposited in the lake at the mouth 1 
of Current river, and the balance at 1 
the Silver Islet dock. From time to I 
time, the past two years, an occasional I 
catch of one of these fish has been re- j 
ported, the largest being about three 
pounds in weight. This fish was taken 
at Rossport, close to lot' 1 miles cast of 
Fort Arthur, and was supposed to have 
reached that point from Isle ltoynle, 
a round which several thousand of the 
steel-head fry had been planted. 

Those planted at Silver Islet, in Cana- 
dian winers, seem to have thrived, as 
several of them have been caught lately. 
Last week, Captain Mnloney's tug Geor- 
ginn brought into Port Arthur two of \ 
these lish. the largest of which weighed j 
five pounds. The lish was symmetrical | 
in form, and its flesh was a beautiful 
salmon-red. The Lake Superior steel- 
head possesses a most delicate flavor, 
and, in greater numbers, would be a very 
valuable and popular dirfll. 

The weight attained by the specimens 
caught from time to time would indi- 
cate a growth of at. least a pound a 
year. Should the hike be stocked on 
a large scale by the Canadian and Unit- 
ed States government::, four years' pro- 
hibition of catching would give to local 
and eastern markets one of the most 
sought Pacific Coast fish. 

The steel-heads are now spawning, ami 
fishermen who catch them in 'their nets 
will conserve their own interests by re- 
turning them to the Inike.

Olive Schreiner, an English woman, 
whose long residence in South Africa 
has made her familiar with the lives 
and customs of the Boers, and whose 
sympathy for these people has in recent 
months been expressed in most vigorous 
language, is, it is charged, held as a 
prisoner by the British in Cape Colony, 
and, because of her championship of 
the Boers, lias been subjected to many 
hardships and indignities. This state- 
ment is denied, except in so far as it 
applies to the fact that, she, with her 
husband. Mr. fjronwright, is, in Hanover, 
Cape Colony, which being under martial 
law, limits their freedom to the military 
cordon that surrounds the town. There 
is little reason to suppose that Mrs. 
("roil Wright's pen is idle, and lest; to sup- 
port the statement that she is subject 
to harsh treatment at the hands of the 
British military authorities. Her pen is 
too vigorous and her use of language 
too forceful to permit this as a possibil- 
ity. She has lived in South Africa many 
years with wide-open eyes and compre- 
hensive understanding. Her sketches of 
the Boers, prior to the present war. 
were anything but complimentary to 
these people, whether in social, religious, 
political or industrial lines. 

The status of these people as present- 
ed by her portraiture was that of dense 
ignorance, insufferable bigotry, rank 
cruelty to animals and natives, and a 
stolid indolence that enriched its posses- 
sors hy forcing the care of their flocks 
and herds upon enslaved Knlllrs.

Two of the four sleeping cars w.hicb are 
in use on the government railway came 
from 'homo, and two from the United 
States. The former are found to be much 
better, and to give greater satisfaction. 
While it is probable, adds Engineering, 
that those required for future use will be 
constructed in Japan, the United King- 
dom will benefit by supplying the fittings, 
such ns wheels, sole-burs, butters and 
springs, which are not made hero. The 
Fonnosnn railway last year ordered six 
locomotives from the United Kingdom, to 
be delivered nt Kelung, and steel and oth- 
er fnterials for bridge-making. To save 
duty, the bridges are made at Osaka, and 
thence sent on to the island.

"What is the secret or Milner?" Mr. 
Stead repeated tho question reflectively 
and thought for a moment. Mr, Stead 
know Sir Alfred twenty-two years ago, 
when the now High Commissioner used 
to contribute "Occasional Notes" to the 
Fall Mall Gazette. For years they 
shared the same stuffy little workroom 
together, and then and now are linn 
friends, though differing politically. 

"Well, added Mr. Stead, "the success 
of Sir Alfred is due, no doubt, to the fact 
that he combines an extremely level 
head with an iniperturubiHty of temper, 
which have enabled him to avoid the 
blunders which mar most men's careers. 
He never — at any time when I knew 
him intimately— generated sufficient 
steam, US it were, to blow up the boiler. 
He neveir spoiled things with over-ve- 
hemence, 

"In the old days he was "t 
the chair," and occnsionall 
meetings. lint he frequent 
his inability to rouse an and 
under extreme pressure of 
-I really think I could spi 
marked once, "if only I 
one to hil me in the oj 
ed." 

"Once on his return from n meeting 1 
asked him how he had fared. "Splen- 
didly," he replied. ••Somebody in the 
audience shouted "Sit down you fool!" 
Then .1 metaphorically took " off my 

coat." 

Mr. Stead had some amusing and char- 
acteristic reminiscences of their live 
year's journalistic association. No two 
men could differ so radically in temper- 
ament ami view of life. Another friend 
of Sir Alfred suys that, in talking to 
bun, he is .always (reminded of Milton's 
beautiful saying, •'Truth is quiet." 

"1 was a constant source of amuse- 
ment to Milner," added the 'II. C.'s old 
colleague. "It was as if a rampant bar- 
barian from the wild North was bran- 
dishing his spear by the side of a cul- 
tured Creek, who marvelled at so prodi- 
gal 11 display of savage energy. He used 
to say 1 left him nothing! to do but to 
comb out the expletives nnd civilize my 
proofs generally. He was hard on my 
purple patches sometimes. 

"But afterwards I was avenged; for 
by some strange Nemesis, he seemed 
doomed to use up us material for his 
own despatches all the strongest adjec- 
tives and expletives which he bad deleted 
from my "leaders." 

"Milner used to come down to the 
ofllcu invariably accompanied by nn um- 
brella with an extraordinary eagle's 
head as its handle with very conspicuous 
eyes. After the last proof of the "lead- 
er" was revised and sent to press, I used 
to go and discuss things in general with 
him, nourishing his umbrella by way of 
emphasising my arguments. He used to 
declare that I would certainly destroy 
his head or the umbrella's and when tho 
strain was exceedingly tense, he used 
carefully to stow the umbrella away out 
of sight. 

"Milner suffered suffered from chronic 
indigestion those days, though I believe 
he improved greatly after going to 
Kgypt. "Milner," I said to him one day, 
"If you only had my health and faith, 
there is nothing in the Empire which you 
could not do," "I do not. know about 
your faith," he replied, "but I would 
give anything for your digestion." 

"lie always gave one the impression of 
nn Oxford man who had overtrained — 
long, thin, apathetic. And yet he was no 
sportsman or athlete. He only past- 
time wan swimming, and once I remem- 
ber off Ayling Island he had a narrow 
escape from being drowned through the 
tide suriueljlj - rising. In fact, I thought 
he was done for. 

"lie was fond of "a good, fat cigar," 
as he called it. in preference to cigarettes 
or a pipe. At one lime he had n ten- 
dency towards vegetarianism, and had 
a horror of passing a butcher shop. The 
carcasses were repulsive to him. His 
"copy" was the most untidy I have ever 
had to deal with. He sprawled all over 
flic paper. Occasionally he went with 
me and my family for a country drive. 
Milner had ■exceedingly long legs, and be 
found the greatest ditllculty in disposing 
of them in the little trap. They usually 
hung outside, and as he never wore his 
lint when he cni'.'d possibly go barehead- 
ed, and as all the spare places in the 
phaeton were Idled up witli children, we 
made a rather comi" picture. We were 
photographed in these circumstances 
one day by an. itinerant photographer, 
who took tile whole group for a shilling. 

"The only light article he ever wrote 
for mo was the 'imaginary diary of a 
number of South African savages on a 
visit to London He did so well that 
many people actually believed the diary 
was the work of the chief of the party. 

"lie once described me as a "kind of 
compound of Don Quixote and Pliinens 
T. BariMim.' But I forgive him." con- 
tinued Mr. Stead. "lie was always 
pleasant, urbane, gentlemanly, and cul- 
tured— oh, so cultured!'' 

ir Alfred Milner. like Ford Kitchen- 
er, Mr. Arthur Balfour and Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes, has never married. Sir Alfred 
Milner has himself experienced the sen- 
sations of being made a prisoner of war. 
lie wins, according to Mr. .McCarthy 
O'Moore, one day wandering about in 
the neighborhood of Kroonstnd when he 
was arrested by an Irish soldier. 

"Ye can't give any raisonable 'count of 
yerself," said the soldier, "therefore I 
'rest, ye, and if ye won't march quietly, 
bad scran to ye, but I'll equivocate ye 
wid me gun." 

Nothing was left to Sir Alfred but to 
submit, and be was on his way to the 
establishment provided for prisoners of 
war when, fortunately, he fell into the 
arms of Gen. Hunter, who explained 
the status of n "suspect." and he was at 
once liberated. Subsequently Sir Alfred 
recommended the Hibernian soldier to 
his commanding ■officer as a man who 
could be trusted to do his duty without 
fear or favor. 

But this was tint Sir Alfred's only nil- 
venture with the great armies that have 
gone across the sen to consolidate the 
King's Empire in 'South Africa. The 
vast number of soldiers passing through 
■Capetown included tens of thousands 
who had never seen even a photo of the 
High Commissioner. On one occasion 
some of the newly arrived men were, it 
is said, on guard at Government House.

Leigh's M3SI 



Sash and Door Factory Wiped 
Out Completely by Fire 
Last Niflht. 



Loss Will Amount to Fifteen 
Thousand Dollars With 
Little Insurance. 



'Leigh's sash and door factory nt the 
:fOOt of Tumor street on Victoria Ann, 
was destroyed by fire hist Tiifjht, Involv- 
ing it loss of $15,000, with but $2,000 
insurance, and t'ho saw mills, drying 
kiln, moulding rack, dwellings and otll- 
•ces, with many of the lumber piles, hac 1 
n narrow escape. The cause of the lire 
is unknown, but the owners of the mill 
:ond factory think that the origin was 
somewhere near the boiler. 'The fire did 
not show however until after S o'clock, 
and os all the workmen had left at 5 p. 
m., and the engineer had then drawn 
his fires, if the boiler was responsible, 
the lire must have been smouldering for 
some time before the flames burst out, 
ami quickly enveloped the building. Mr. 
Leigh walked through the sash and door 
factory less than an hour before the lire 
and everything seemed all right then, 
there being no smell or other indication 
of lire. The first notice he had of thd 
fire was at about a quarter to nine, when 
a lady living near-by arrived at his resi- 
dence' and informed him that the sash 
and door factory was in flames. He look- 
ed over at the building and saw that she 
was rijrht. He then hurried to the office 
and telephoned to the fire department, 
while a man who was with him at the 
time ran down to the corner of Turner 
and Pleasant street and turned in an 
alarm from box III!. The lire department 
responded very promptly with N<>. 3 
hose wagon from the city station, and 
No. -I combined hose reel and chemical 
from Victoria West station. When they 
arrived it was evident that ii was im- 
ipossihlc to save the factory. It was a 
mass of flnme, and was lighting up the 
sky, and the nearby buildings upon one 
of which (the saw mill), a row of spec- 
tators was ranged along the roof ridge. 
A very largo crowd soon gathered, and 
although the fire was a very 'hot one, 
many got as near as possible to the mass 
of Haines which enveloped the burning 
factory ami occupied every vantage 
point. Many people were out on the 
■water in boats to view the tire. The 
mill buildings overhang tin- water of 
the arm, arid with the lire the water of 
the vicinity was made hike warm, and 
this induced large swarms of small boys 
to undress on the lumber piles close by 
and dive into tile Arm from where re- 
gardless of their nudity they viewed the 
fire. The firemen on arrival soon had 
three lines of hose running from the hy- 
drants on the corner of Henry and Tur- 
ner streets, and another was soon placed 
on the mill hydrant, giving the firemen 
four streams in all. The pressure was 
fairly good, and they played on the saw- 
mill and dry kiln which were in the im- 
imodiate vicinity of the lire, and after 
■hard work saw their efforts successful, 
for the buildings though more than once 
in danger, were saved. The sash and 
door factory was completely swallowed 
up in llanie. and the roof soon fell in 
with a crash, which threw the sparks 
high in the air. The roof down, the 
great blaze gradually died away, mid the 
leaping tongues of flame which threaten- 
ed the other buildings became less, and 
with the spectacular part of the lire van- 
ishing the crowd quickly dwindled until 
nt midnight when the Bremen were still 
playing water on the smoking mass of 
ruins of what four hours before had been 
a line factory with from $110,000 to $12,- 
000 worth of machinery in it, not a dozen 
remained. The lumber piles near the 
burned factory were then engaging the 
attention of the firemen, and they man- 
aged lo have the greater portion of the 
lumber in the yard, although a quantity 
in the vicinity of the destroyed factory 
■was burnt. In all not more than ,*1,(MK) 
worth of lumber was destroyed. 

The machinery in the sash and door 
factory was but lately added to the plant 
of the mills, having been in use a little 
over six weeks, when the lire wiped out 
the .whole $10,000 or ?12,000 worth, and 
ns there is but $2,000 insurance on the 
building and machinery, the loss will be 
heavy. There was also a large union nt 
of manufactured stock in the building 
when it was destroyed. 

When the alarm was turned in the fire- 
men had just returned from a chimney 
fire, which called them to the corner of 
TUa.nchard and Pioneer streets at S:o0. 
The damage there was slight.

SMALLPOX SCARE OVER. 

Toes Brings News ThuF Quarantine Has 
Been Raised — Smoked Halibut From 
Skidegate. 

•According to news brought by the 
steamer Tees the smallpox scare is over 
in the north, although when she left there 
were still one or two suspects at Moore's 
Cove quarantine station. Dr. Gibbs, the 
government medical health officer who 
had been in charge of the quarantine 
was taken from the Nans to the Skeenn 
on the Tees. The Tees reports that the 
steamer Hnzelton left Port Essington on 
Wednesday lust for Hnzelton well load- 
ed with passengers and freight. The D. 
1>. S. Quadra was seen at iMotluKatla. 

In her cargo the Tees had a number of 
tierces, enelt containing n thousand 
pounds of pickled salmon, which 'Wal- 
lace 'Bros, are shipping east. The sal- 
mon is well selected and kept in a light 
pickle is sent cast, where it is smoked 
and placed on the market perfectly fresh. 
A run was made to Surf or Stryckor In- 
let, where some horses and mining sup- 
plies were landed for 'Mr. Finlny of Van- 
couver, who is in charge of the develop- 
ment of some mines on Princess Royal 
island. Little freight was received at 
Skidegate. the Nell having been in there 
a short time before the Tees. 

The .Nell brought from Skidegate fi00 
eases of salmon from Dempster and 
Capf. Oliver's cannery, and USD cases of 
smoked halibut canned as the salmon. 
This lisb is shipped north to Skagway, 
whither large shipments are being made 
for the consumption of the miner and 
others in the North. Three hundred eases 
of dog lish oil and a flvn ton drum of oil 
were also received. The steamer also 
brought as freight a box of curios, Indian 
seats, etc.. which were shipped to Vic- 
toria by Or. Neweoinbe. who is collect- 
ing Indian curios for nn Eastern museum 
on the Queen Charlotte Islands. The 
Doctor had gone to Massett with his 
sloop, and was at thnt villnge when the 
Nell mid Tees were at Skidegate.

The Berlin correspondent of the Lon- 
don Leader states chat the Germans have 
rend! witJl considerable surprise some re- 
madia of Baron Hinder, the special cor- 
respondent of the Kreuz Zeitung in 
China. With several German officers 
the Baron accepted an invitation to din- 
ner with the French General Bailloud, 
ami tin' Germans were particularly 
struck with the simplicity of the French 
tjililb.. 

Baron Binder writes: "Our officers' 
mess is provided with every comfort, all 
mil) -dinner ami coffee services arc of Eu- 
ropean manufacture, ami we have an 
abundance of wine of the best brands. 
On the other hand, at Gen. Bailloud's 
dinner, only Chinese porcelain was used, 
and instead of cut-glass decanters such 
OS- we llav-e. simple beer bottles filled with 
claret and water stood on his table. Tin; 
nervous Frenchmen have not patience 
enough to sit for a long .time at meals, 
and as they drink little and eat their food 
quickly, it is immaterial to them how 
Choir table is laid." 

Commenting on these remarks, the 
Volks Zeitung tfays: "It may be ner- 
vousness which induces the Frenchmen 
to keep a simple table. We cannot help 
suspecting, however, simplicity is follow- 
ed by the French in these matters as be- 
ing more conformable to times of war. It 
strikes us as being something quite new 
when a German observes and comments 
on the luxury in the German quarters, 
and the simplicity of the French quar- 
ters. We respectfully ask our .military 
authorities if it would be saluti.ry to 
take such measures as would accelerate 
a return to our former simplicity." 

The Yolk Zeitung adds that it. has not 
heard that the French general took with 
him an asbestos house and a cook draw- 
ing a salary of £500 a year as Feld Mar- 
shall von Waldersee has done. 



AN INTERESTING CASE. 

Crosby vs. Cunningham Being Tried in 
the Supreme Court. 

'Mr. Justice Drake was engaged nil 
day yesterday in hearing the evidence in 
Crosby vs. Cunningham, in which cer- 
tain foreshore rights nt Port Essington 
are involved. The dispute dates back to 
when Mr. Cunningham took up the town- 
site at Port Essington twenty years ago. 
The Indians claim thnt then Mr. Cun- 
ningham promised them an area of land 
nearby as a reserve. They havo built 
their houses on this land, and arc now 
asking to be given a full title to the 
land, to which end tihey have brought 
this action. They say that when the 
land was given to them they gave Mr! 
Cunningham one dollar in order that 
the transfer might be made legally, and 1 
now they want, a title to the ten or 
twelve acres where they live, and for 
which they have never been charged rent 
by Mr. Cunningham, who is being sued 
for the title. The place is now known 
as "Spoko-shute," which is the Indian 
name for a place of rest, the name being 
given it in the beginning because of the 
practice of the Indians fn making it n 
camping place when they came down 
from up the river to Port Essington;

Captain M. Thwing of the steamer 
.Tohn S. Kimball, who arrived from 
Nome, Alaska, at Sua Francisco- on 
Saturday, brought the details of another 
instance of lowering the British HhR in 
Alaska. It occurred at Unalaska .fiily

steamer Glenorn and the United States 
gunboat Concord.

As soon as 
the steamship was reaohed the oflicer 
and two of the men went aboard, and 
in a few minutes the Hag linuled down 
because of Whipple's threats was at the 
masthead again. The Concord ran the 
British Hag up at her fore and began 
bring a national saint". Tu this way 
Capt. Knox did everything in his power 
to make amends for the blunder, and 
I here will be no international! difficulties 
in consequence.
